WASHINGTON, Feb. 19 (AP)

The postal appropriation is 
part of a $3,884,927,000 money 
measure financing the Treasury 
and Post Office Departments 
for the fiscal year. It is the 
first of the regular annual mon- 
ey bills on which federal spend- 
ing next year will be based. 
All the bills together embody 
requests for more than 73 bil- 
lion dollars in new money. 

The Appropriations Commit- 
tee cut the Post Office budget 
by $58,000,000 and the Treasury 
by $22,364,000.

ATLANTA, Ga., Feb. 19 (AP) 
—A resolution calling for im- 
peachment of six justices of the 


| United States Supreme Court 


was adopted by the Georgia 
House yesterday and sent to the 


Senate despite a member's pro- 
test that “we're Our- 
selves’ ridiculous.” 

It was approved by a slim 
margin of four votes, with 57 
members not voting. The roll 
call count was 107 to 33. A 
constitutional majority of 103 
was necessary for passage. 

The resolution, drafted by 
Attorney General Eugene Cook 
charged Chief Justice Earl 
Warren and Associate Justices 
Hugo L. Black, William 0. 
Douglas, Stanley Reed, Felix 
Frankfurter and Tom Clark 
with “high crimes and misde- 
meanors.” 

Representative Raymond 
Reed attacked the resolution as 
“farfetched” and based on “un- 
reasonable, unfounded evi- 
dence.” : 

“We're making ourselves _ri- 
diculous before the world,” he 
said. “What better way could 
we serve the Communist press 
than to throw out such a res- 
olution as this, based on un- 
warranted and unfounde 
charges?” |

The U.S. and Russia 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 

The time has come to seek 
an understanding with the Soviet 
Union. We should use every oppor- 
tunity to build a bridge over which 
the Soviet Union may withdraw 
from its ultimately untenable posi- 
tion in Eastern Europe. 

As a first step the United States 
should be prepared to recommend to 
its Allies a withdrawal of Anglo- 
French-American forces to the west 
bank of the Rhine, provided that So- 
viet forces are withdrawn to the east 
bank of the Oder and the western 
Neisse rivers, with suitable arrange- 
ments for aerial and ground inspec- 
tion and adequate provision for the 
maintenance of the status quo in 
Berlin pending the reunification of 
Germany. 

Next we should seek an agreement 
with the Soviet Union whereby the 
Federal Republic of Germany would 
be released from NATO and the 
German Democratic Republic would 
be released from the Warsaw Pact. 
Thus the ground would be prepared 
for the reunification of Germany as 
a nation without military commit- 
ments to East or West, with its neu- 
trality guaranteed by both the. So- 
viet Union and the Western powers. 

Next would come a general se- 
curity agreement for all of Europe 
lying between the Soviet borders 
and the Atlantic Seaboard, ultimate- 
ly involving the withdrawal from 
this area of all Soviet, American and 
British forces. 

Should this hope be realized, the 
NATO alliance will ultimately be 
reduced to a simple declaration by 
the United States that it would re- 
gard any attack upon the countries 
of Western Europe as an attack upon 
itself, while the Warsaw Alliance 
would be reduced to a similar dec- 
laration by the Soviet Union that it 
would consider any attack upon the 
cOuritries of Eastern Europe as an 
attack. upon itself.

Consequently the Catholic services 
are held in the visitors’ quarters 
and the Protestant services are con- 
ducted in the mess hall. The time 
allotted for the use of the mess hall 
is very limited in order that the 
first contingent of prisoners’ can be 
served as early as possible, for the 
prisoners must eat in an ever- 
increasing number of shifts. 

When I visited the Illinois Capitol 
building in Springfield last week I 
noticed the extensive repairs and 
reconstruction going on there. I 
also recalled that the money Orville 
Hodge and his friends stole from 
Illinois taxpayers would go a long 
way toward solving the degenerate 
situation at Vandalia.

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The Why of Warrenton 


The terror and tragedy at the nursing home 
in Warrenton Sunday afternoon in which more 
than 70 lives were lost through fire made evi- 
dent the plight of thousands of elderly Mis- 
sourians. That plight is at bottom economic, 

These neglected citizens cannot afford to pay 
what adequate care would cost. So the existence 
of an estimated 17,000 of them in otr state cre- 
ates a large market for inadequate care. For 
many of them it is either that or nothing. 

Some of this inadequate care is at least kind, 
and clean, and safe, spare though it may be. 

Elsewhere and too often the inadequacy takes 
the forms of makeshift housing, cruelty, and 
neglect of sanitation and medical attention, in 
various combinations. It takes, too, the form of 
terrible danger. 

One evident fault at the nursing home which 
burned at Warrenton was makeshift housing, 
usually a fire hazard. That hazard produced on 
Sunday afternoon the worst fire, in toll of hu- 
man lives, in Missouri history—and the worst 
nursing-home fire in the history of the nation. 

How is adequate care to be given to Missouri's 
senior citizens during the latter years when they 
are unable to take care of themselves? 

Gov. Blair has appeared before the Senate 
Public Health Committee, which at his request 
recommended passage of the bill offered by 
its chairman, Senator Spradling of Cape Girar- 
deau, to license and regulate nursing homes. 

As the Governor truly said of the Warrenton 
disaster: “It was something that should not 
have happened and which must never happen 
again in this state.” He called the present reg- 
ulatory statute “no law at all.” 

What are some of the reforms that must be 
brought about if it is never to happen again? 
Let us start with a matter of simple arithmetic.

Adequate custodial care for senile patients 
would cost on the average $80 to $95 a person 
a month, the State Division of Health estimates. 
Most senile patients have only the $60 a month 
they receive in welfare and social security pay- 
ments, That leaves a gap of $20 to $35 a month 
between what they can pay and the cost of ac- 
commodations that meet acceptable minimum 
standards. 

The unfortunate consequences do not stop 
with the crowding of old people into potential 
fire-traps. Still others of their number take up 
a high percentage of the space in the five state 
institutions for the mentally ill. B. E. Ragland, 
director of the State Division of Mental Diseases, 
recently reported that of the 12,722 persons in 


state mental hospitals, 4141—or approximately 
one third—are over the age of 65, many of them 
suffering from disorders growing out of age. 

As long as these senile cases occupy rooms in 
mental institutions where they do not belong, 
there will be actual mental cases which cannot 
be admitted. Some of them will be dangerous. 

Still further along the line, the séniles will 
be backed up in other kinds of institutions as 
well, preventing admission of persons with the 
kinds of troubles for which those institutions 
were designed. 

St. Louis Chronic Hospital, which is not a 
mental institution, had 465 mental patients when 
Mrs, Edward G. Brungard, St, Louis public wel- 
fare director, testified to a legislative committee 
earlier this month. 

Homer G. Phillips, a general hospital, had 70. 

Malcolm Bliss Psychiatric Hospital, intended 
for diagnostic treatment and for care only dur- 
ing shorts emergencies, had 65, 

What needs to be done? 

. * > 

Missouri urgently requires a hospital for se- 
nile patients. A measure pending in the Legisla- 
ture, offered by Senator John A. Johnson of El- 
lington, would construct such an institution at 
Rolla. The Legislature is also congidering a 
measure to transfef s@nile patients from the 
mental hospitals to private nursing, boarding 
or family homes. 

Even though the proposed hospital is built, 
many senile patients—perhaps most, at least for 
some years to come—will have to be cared for 
in private nursing homes. It will therefore be 
necessary to find a way to bridge the gap be- 
tween the most they can afford and the least 
they should have. 

After that, the task is one for regulation to 
insure that decent minimum standards are main- 
tained. Those standards should be enforced on 
all nursing homes impartially. 

A 1955 regulatory act was ruled invalid by 
the Attorney General's office because it ex- 
empted homes run by religious, charitable or 
non-profit organizations, and those regulated by 
city or town ordinances. This unequal treatment 
is no more justifiable in logic than it is in law. 
For enforcement, the National Fire Protection 
Association thinks Missouri ought to have a Fire 
Marshal, and the Legislature should give careful 
attention to that suggestion. 

Missouri can do better and must do better by 
its elder citizens. The alternative is more disas- 
ters like that at Warrenton. And that is un- 
thinkable. 


In Memory of Wendell Willkie 


There is a measure of Chief Justice Warren 
in the occasions which he selects for his public 
appearances from the many invitations that 
flood in on him at the Supreme Court. He went 
to Madison, Wis., to speak at the 100th anniver- 
sary celebration of the birth of that outstanding 
American statesman, the first Senator Robert M. 
LaFollette. Now the Chief Justice has spoken 
at ceremonies at the New York Public Library 
to mark the sixty-fifth anniversary of the birth 
of Wendell L. Willkie, 1940 Republican presi- 
dential nominee. Crediting Mr. Willkie with 
leadership {fi the fight to break down the wails 
of isplationism,.thé former G.O.P. Governor of 
California gaid: 

Wendell wifkie did as much to remove 
the blinders froni the eyes of Americans 
and to change the course of the party whose 
standard he carried as any American with- 
out govetnment portfolio in our history. 
The late Mr. Willkie was reviled by many 

members of his own party, ahd ridiculed by 
many others, for his efforts to make the United 
States realize that it was part of “One World,” 
to use the title of his book. But he ignored the 
abuse and continued to hammer home his con- 
viction. ‘ Time has borne him out, as even his 
critics in his own party surely must admit now.

An Open-Door Policy 

Gov. George Docking of Kansas, as a Demo- 
cratic official alone on a Republican prairie, 
might be expected to have his troubles, but he 
has passed the first test for a Kansas governor 
with his jayhawks flying. He is keeping his of- 
fice door open. 

If this seems gn odd sort of lyxury for a busy 
Governor, non-Kansans should know that former 
Gov. Fred Hall, a’ Republican, failed to keep his 
door open. This caused about as much resent- 
ment as anything the energetic Mr. Hall did. 
Kansans put @ premium on open-door friendli- 
ness, and do not even allow Governors a door to 
hide behind. 

So Gov. Docking’s open-door policy has put 
him in good stead. Through his door each day 
troop legislators (mostly Republicans, of 
course), men, women and children, farmers, 
ranchers and business men, and every-day sight- 
seers. In fact, nearly every page boy in the Leg- 
islature has satin the Governor's chair. 

We would say that Gov. Docking would likely 
go far in the Sunflower State but, come to think 
of it, he has gone about as far as he can go. 
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Poland As a Good Prospect 

Senator Knowland, the Republican leader, 
may have been quite sincere or he may have 
been indulging in a bit of political back-slapping 
when—in a Lithyanian independence day speech 
—he said that he would do everything in his 
power to block American aid to Poland. In 
either case, he was anything but helpful. 

The Senator is against aid to any Communist 
country. And he adds that Poland's “October” 
Premier, Wladyslaw Gomulka, is a Communist. 
That is true. Marshal Tito of Yugoslavia also is 
a Communist. But by their actions to date, 
these two have shown themselves to be of a 
different stripe fram the one which is fashion- 
able in Moscow. 

The Senator from California, however, re- 
gards their nationalism as @ smake-screen; he 
does not trust them. Nobody can really say what 
Gomulka may do next week, next month or next 
year—not even the man himself. But both the 
White House and the Vatican, neither “soft” on 
Communism, are willing to help Gomulka one 
way and another in the hope of strengthening 
his stand against the Kremlin. 

This is something of a gamble, especially in 
view of Poland's difficult geographical position, 
surrounded by Communist territory. Yet that po- 
sition also makes an independent, more dem- 
ocratic Poland exceedingly desirable. Should 
the government offering such promise be 
snubbed? Should its leader be driven back to 
utter dependence on the Soviet Union’ 

In the case of Poland ag well as in that of 
Yugoslavia, American aid does not imply full 
approval of their governments. It is a choice of 
the lesser evil, or rather the more promising al- 
ternative. Statesmen cannot work in terms of 
the ideal; they must work with the world as it is. 

Whether we do so or not, the Russians will 
woo Poland just as they have tried to get Yugo- 
slavia back into their fold. Are we to give them 
a free hand? Does not Tito’s refusal to join 

Khrushchev in letting bygones be bygones war- 


rant the hope that Poland will remain firm in 
its present attitude? We may believe that it does, 
and we also may hope that the Polish mission 
just arriving in the United States will not be 
alienated by thoughtless oratory. 
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Get All the Facts 

One of the most thoughtful, constructive mem- 
bers of Congress is Oklahoma’s Senator Mon- 
roney. He keeps partisanship in check and can 
be counted on to be generally fair in his ap- 
proach to public questions. Hence it is time to 
take notice when he says that the Eisenhower 
Administration “is deliberately packing the in- 
dependent boards, agencies and commissions to 
the end that it approaches one-party control con- 
trary to law.” 

The real question, however, is not whether 
this Administration is appointing “Eisenhower 
Democrats” to the commissions that deal with 
TV channels, utility rates, railroad fares, truth- 
fulness in advertising and many other aspects 
of everyday life. An “Eisenhower Democrat” 
on the Federal Trade Commission or the Tariff 
Commission might possibly act with more con- 
cern for the public interest than a commissioner 
appointed in the Roosevelt or Truman adminis- 
trations. The question is the kind of commis- 
sion member the Eisenhower appointee is. Does 
he represent the public interest—or the private 
interest of the power industry? Does he have 
the consumer viewpoint—or the viewpoint of 
the telephone company? Similar questions could 
be asked about other areas of regulation. 

A House inquiry is scheduled and now Sen- 
ator Monroney says he will ask the Senate Com- 
merce Committee also to look into the appoint- 
ments. Emphasis ought to be on the kind of 
commissioners appointed and their backgrounds, 
regardless of the party from which they come. 

An assembly of full information on this would 
be beneficial to both President Eisenhower and 
the country. For it is doubtful if the President 
realizes what he has been induced to do by his 
advisers on these appointments. That however 
does not in any way relieve him of his responsi- 
bility for the appointments he makes to the 
regulatory agencies.

Warning From the H-Bomb Maker 

Dr. Edward Teller, father of the hydrogen 
bomb and associate director of the University 
of California radiation laboratory, is a man 
whose word ‘in the field of science has great 
authority. He now says the United States is 
about to fall behind Soviet Russia in the field 
of science and that in 10 years Russia will have 
“the best scientists.” 

That is indeed gloomy prophecy and coming 
from such a source it deserves the most careful 
attention, There is sober advice in his assertions 
that the public must become aware of the need 
for sciefitists and for better pay for scientists. 

Dr. Teller’s words are reinforced by the fact 
that Soviet Russia has become a strong military 
nation largely because it has been able to de- 
velop so tremendously in the fields of science 
and industry, .

POLITICAL POKER GAME over civil rights legislation is 
Acre on in Congress.

DR. HENRY NORRIS RUSSELL, 
LEADING ASTRONOMER, DIES

PRINCETON, N.J., Feb. 19— 
Dr. Henry Norris Russell, one 
of the world’s leading astronom- 
ers, died yesterday at Princeton 
Hospital. He was 79 years old. 

Dr. Russell who made his 
home here, was a research as- 
sociate at the Harvard Observa- 
tory and former director of the 
Princeton Observatory as well 
as Charles A. Young professor 
of astronomy emeritus. He de- 
veloped the theory of eclipsing 
binary stars and discovered that 
the temperature, luminosity 
and chemical constitution of 
most stars were related. 


From a more popular stand- 
point, Dr. Russell was often 
quoted in news accounts of 
scientific. meetings due to his 
long-held theory there was life 
on other planets. In 1924 he 
said there were probably mil- 
lions of planets with a variety 
of life on them, and the follow- 
ing year he stated as an incon- 
trovertible fact there was vege- 
table life on Mars.

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BOWLING Wilt Fouls 


x Causes ‘Soft Alley?’ 


F ALL St. Louis alleys are 
] w to American Bowling 

Congress specifications, why 
are some difficult to score on 
while others are regarded as 
“soft"? What conditions make 
for a so-called soft alley 
anyway? 

The more tenpin people 
one talks to on the subject, 
the more.opinions are of- 
fered. Lightweight pins, some 
say. Better care of the lanes, 
others feel. The age of the 
alleys. The type of finish 
used, The class of bowlers 
who generally compete at the 
house, The type of kickbacks. 

Some of these factors, and 
possibly all, are important in 
affecting scores. As Bowl-Mor 
Lanes, at 5630 Gravois, were 
those that figured in a recent 
hassle and were the object 
of much discussion because 
of the frequent high totals 
there, we asked a number of 


people how they felt about 
Bowl-Mor. 


Jerry Ameling, longtime 
secretary of the Greater St. 
Louis Bowling Association 
(now retired) who started 
bowling here 60 years ago, 
believes it is essentially a 
= of the man behind the 
all. 


“I believe at Bowl-Mor it is 
especially important to set 
your ball down on the right 
board,” said Ameling. “Be- 
cause there are so many 
bowlers now who concentrate 
on hitting an exact spot, they 
shoot big scores there. 

“Bowlers are much better 
than they used to be,” 
Ameling continued. “I started 
in 1896, five years before 
there was even a league in 
St. Louis. But through all my 
years of bowling, I never 
heard of playing the boards 
until recent years. We just 
aimed for the pocket.”

Two Bowlers Speak Up. 
AROLD MOSER, who has 
H rolled two perfect games 
this season and averaged 
218 in the Metro Classic 
League at Bowl-Mor, while 
averaging 185 in the Masters 
League at Floriss Lanes, said, 
“I’m proud of both averages. 
I can do better at Bowl-Mor 


because I'm so accustomed to 
the alleys there.” 


“You can’t walk into Bowl- 
or and shoot 200s by just 
hrowing your ball out on the 
anes,” Moser went on. “Ask 
the Falstaffs about that! The 
difficulty they had in scoring 
at Bowl-Mor indicates the 
skill and alley knowledge that 
is necessary. 
“T roll three nights a week 
at Bowl-Mor—and sometimes 
I substitute on a fourth 
hight,” Moser said. “I’ve been 
doing that for 10 or 15 years. 
Bow]-Mor uses a shellac finish 
, that few other houses use and 
¥ou have to know how to bow! 


"Because I only shoot at 
Fioriss one night a week, it 
is difficult to change my style 
when I get there,” Moser con- 
tinued.

Another man with a fat 
average at Bow!l-Mor feels dif- 
ferently. He is Elmer (Wes) 
Wesling. 

“I've always felt that I was 
a 195-average bowler,” said 
Wesling. “f hadn't shot at 
Bowl-Mor since I was in the 
All-Star League there in 1942, 
but things have been going 
very well for me. I think my 
219 average is third now in 
the Metro Classic.” 

Wesling had to drop out of 
bowling for four years be- 
cause of illness, resumed last 
season on a limited basis, and 
then got into full swing in the 
current campaign. He has a 
204 mark with Lindenbusch 
in the Masters League. 

“Oh, it’s hard to say why 
the scores go up at Bowl- 
Mor,” said Wesling, “but I 
think the light wood has much 
to do with it, There's nothing 
wrong with that, everybody 
enjoys scoring.

HILE my affairs had been 

taking these varied turns,

The double was half the bat- 
tle. West now had to lead. Dia- 
monds were out; West, on every- 
body's bidding, could almost 
literally see South’s lone ace or 
a void. And since declarer had 
bid six without the trump ace, 
the ace-king or ace-queen of 
hearts could also be visualized 
as resting smugly with the rest 
of South’s securities. West 
further reasoned South proba- 
bly didn’t have many hearts, 
not having bid them, and as 
noted surely was very short in 
diamonds. So South was marked 
with several clubs opposite his 
partner’s bid in that suit. Fur- 
thermore a club fit seemed to 
help account for South aggres- 
sive bidding. 


So the probability of a single- 
ton club in partner’s hand 
loomed very large to West. He 
selected the eight spot for his 
lead—this turned out to be un- 
inportant—hoping also to have 
running for him the chance of 
bluffing declarer out of a first- 
trick club finesse, if a choice of 
plays was available to the latter.

RNEST SIMPSON and I

and Hughes drove me to the 
Chelsea Registry of Marriages 
where Ernest; his father; and 
Ernest’s nephew, Peter-Kerr 
Smiley, who was almost as old 
as Ernest himself, were waiting 
for me.

The easiest way to deal with 
a worn tread is simply to leave 
it sit and cover the worn wood 
with new wood. Best of 
wood to use is hardwood floor- 


tact off by cutting off the 
nosing from the worn tread. 
The nosing is that part of the 


( 


tread that projects beyond the 
riser. Once this is out of the 
way the new strips of hardwood 
can be nailed to the tread. Start 
with the first strip with the 
groove facing against the riser 
and fasten it secure with finish- 
ing nails along the groove edge 
and flooring nails driven 
through the tongue at a 45 de- 
gree angle. Set the next piece 
into place and fasten this with 
flooring nails driven through 
the tongue. 

The last strip of flooring 
should have the tongue cut off 
and the edge rounded off to 
serve as nosing. This piece 
should project an inch or so 
beyond the riser. 

If the old treads are very un- 
even you may find that you will 
have to level them off with 
strips of heavy building paper 
to provide a flat surface for 
the new strips of wood. This 
should be done because if you 
apply the new treads over a 
highly uneven surface they may 
tend to squeak.

After young Floyd was mur- 
dered, the Freedom party really 
went into action.

McDonald had 
been appointed by the new 
county judge to a three-man 
commission to draw up an hon- 
est grand jury. For years Parr 
had hand-picked the grand 
jurymen. 

Parr went to McDonald and 
offered him a job at $500 a 
month with nothing particular 
to do. Then he handed him a 
list of men he wanted on the 
grand jury. McDonald saw to 
it none of them was on the 
grand jury. Then he got a tele- 
phone call saying it was no 
longer healthy for him to live 
in Duval county. 

McDonald took the evidence 
Mrs. Wilkins had gathered and 
went to Austin, where he had 
copies made of all the school 
records.

“Landlubber,” to begin with, 
has nothing to do with “land. 
lover.” A “lubber,” from the 
Middle English “lobre,” is a 
clumsy, awkward lout—usually 
oversized, at that.

“FLOTSAM and jetsam” is a 
term loosely used to designate 
floating wreckage. Properly 
speaking, though, this floating 
wreckage of a ship or its cargo 
is “flotsam” only. “Jetsam” is 
that part of a ship's cargo 
which is deliberately thrown 
overboard to lighten her when 
she is in danger. In British law, 
“jetsam” is that part of the 
jettisoned cargo which sinks’ 
and remains under water, but 
this is a distinction not always’ 
observed in American courts. 

The word “jettison,” by the 
way, is etymologically the same 
as “jetsam,” since both come.
